This fund was created in 1899 through the generosity 
and kindness of Captain Albert Stearns, superintendent of 
the Church & Dwight Soda Works, Syracuse, N. Y., who 
came to this town with his parents in early boyhood, and was 
a student at the Old Brick School House in Gibson Village. 
Desiring to benefit his adopted town, after long consideration 
he accepted the suggestion of a lecture fund and made imme- 
diate provisions for its establishment. The fund is perpetual 
and the income is devoted to lectures and entertainments. The 
selectmen were appointed trustees of the donor, and the New 
Ipswich Lecture Commission is required to make an annual 
report to them.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


There have been no marked changes in the schools of the 
district during the year now closing except the employment of 
two new teachers and the consolidation of the two schools in 
the Centre Village, such reduction in the number of schools 
being demanded by a decrease of the number of scholars at- 
tending those two schools from 42 to 29; a smaller attendance 
than that of the school at the High Bridge, which condition, in 
the opinion of the school board, forbade the continued expend- 
iture upon that smaller number of scholars of twice as large a 
sum as that devoted to the school with larger attendance, es- 
pecially since the latter school had a greater number in the 
higher grades. 3 

As was anticipated in the report of the board presented a 
year ago, the general advance in the rate of compensation of 
teachers has made unavoidable an increase of about twelve per 
cent. in the average monthly payment of teachers employed in 
this district, which increase has taken about one-half of the 
sum saved by the union of the Centre Village schools; and the 
increase in the sum required by law for academy tuition, due 
to the larger number of students in attendance there and to the 
increase in the rates, has practically taken the other half. 

The average attendance of scholars during the year has 
been by no means satisfactory; and, while a part of the ab- 
sences of course have been caused by sickness and other un- 
avoidable causes, there can be no doubt that a considerable 
part might have been prevented by proper arrangements at 
the scholars’ homes, and due care in avoiding such conditions 
as furnish excuses for absences not really necessary, but yet 
fail to justify legal action by the truant officer or school board. 
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By very many parents the injurious effects of such ab- 
sences upon the school work is not duly appreciated; but re- 
cent legislative action furnishes a very evident motive for in- 
creased care, as state aid is furnished to schools, the amount 
of which is determined by the attendance, and causes a good 
attendance to reduce the amount required to be raised by tax- 
ation. The amount received the present year, determined by 
the attendance of the preceding year, is shown in the report 
of the Treasurer, which sum might have been very appreciably 
increased by proper care on the part of parents as suggested, 
but, instead of this, a decrease must be expected in the amount 
to be determined by the attendance of the current year. 

A brief statement concerning the delay in the formation 
of a supervisory district by union with neighboring districts, 
as authorized at a previous district meeting, seems required. 
-In accordance with the request of the of the Superintendent 
of Instruction the school boards of the Greenville, Temple and 
New Ipswich districts met the Superintendent for considera- 
tion of the question, and at such meeting it was found that 
neither the Greenville nor the Temple district had taken action 
sufficient to make the formation of such a joint supervisory 
district possible at that time. It is probable that the subject 
will again be considered by those districts, and hence it seems 
advisable that the present views of this district should be ex- 
pressed for the guidance of the school board. 

The blackboards hitherto in use having become very evi- 
dently antique, new ones suited to the work of the present day 
have been ordered for the purpose of replacing, wholly or in 
part, those in each of the schoolhouses. Necessary globes 
have also been ordered, and new dictionaries to take the places 
of those in three of the houses which are too badly worn to 
serve longer. 

In accordance with a law taking effect since the last pre- 
vious meeting of the district, the school board does not have 
charge of the school money nor appoint the treasurer, but the 
financial work is managed in a method almost identical with 
that of the town. Therefore, while the accompanying report of 
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the Secretary of the school board presents a record of expend- 
itures in detail, the account of money received and the bal- 
ance remaining on hand is given in the report of the District 
Treasurer. 

In accordance with another recently enacted law the board 
here presents a special statement of the amount required dur- 
ing the current year, from July, 1909, to July, 1910, for certain 
statutory obligations.

The amount which it is necessary to provide for these ex- 
penses during the ensuing year is not likely to exceed $750, an 
amount not greatly in excess of the income which may be ex- 
pected from the funds shown in the report of the Treasurer 
and from the dog licenses. Hence an amount sufficient to pro- 
vide for the general school expenses and the salaries of the 
district officers will very nearly measure the necessary district 
assessment for the ensuing year. 

The board would respectfully suggest that, if no supervi- 
sory district is formed, the schools may probably be held at 
their present grade upon an assessment of only $2300, instead 
of the $2500 voted a year ago. If the state aid were certain to 
be as large as that of the year now closing, a greater decrease 
would be practicable, but conditions not yet certain make it un- 
wise to estimate this aid in advance. 

If a supervisory district is formed, obviously no decrease 
in the assessment is practicable.
